I feel that some explanation is needed for the grades 
on the reports which are enclosed 

The regular regents grades are in redo The grade to 
the left of the margin is the mid-year examination 
grade* the grade in the regular column is the "third 
six-week period" grade- The grade for the semester is 
made by averaging the three period grades with the mid¬ 
year examination, the period grade to count twice as 
much as the examination grade.> 

Students who have failed in the examination will have 
opportunity to try another examination in four or six 
weeks provided they do enough review to warrant retrial. 
Some of the low grades are due to carelessness on examina¬ 
tions, others are due to failure to work regularly during 
the semester, while some others are due to inability to 
work rapidly and efficiently or to absence because of 
illnesso 

We realize the urfairness of grades as an accurate esti¬ 
mate of work done. Real and lasting harm may be done to 
a boy or girl by scolding him or humiliating him because 
of low grades 

We are making an effort to readjust courses so as to 
eliminate failure wherever possible 

I shall appreciate any advice you have to give and should 
be glad to make any explanation you desire.

You have written two or three times about 
Kirby f s plans for next year,and each time I have replied I 
have postponed discussing his plans for going to the university* 

The University of Arizona at Tucson is quite 
good in many respects* My own daughter's have been going there for 
several years since Helen entered in 1928 and, naturally, I have 
kept in touch with the work done in the various colleges* The 
University has a strong college of Mining and Engineering. The work 
in mathematics and science is first class. This, also, holds for all 
of the work done in the Liberal Arts College and for many other 
departments. Their school of Commerce is fairly good, but probably 
would not rank very high with some similar schools in other universities* 
My own private feeling about the University is that the discipline is 
just fair* There is entirely too much drinking and wasting of time 
among the boys,and some of the boys from our own school here have not 
done very well for the reason that they were not properly controlled* 
Whether they would have done any better in any other school is a 
question# Some of the other boys who have gone there from S*A.S. 
have done quite well* 


Now, it is up to the boy to make good* If Kirby 
wants to go to the University and has a determination to succeed, I 
believe that he can do it* On the other hand, if he goes there in a 
half-hearted frame of mind about his studies, he will not make the 
grade. I think Kirby has sufficient will-power to keep out of 
exceptionally bad company, but the influences to waste time and take 
things in a careless attitude may get the best of him, unless his 
determination is sufficiently strong to keep at his work. 

This is the picture, as I see it. While Kirby 
is making a very low grade in chemistry, there is no doubt in our minds 
but that he will graduate here and can be admitted to the University*

Dear Kirby and Alma: 

We were glad to get your letter and especially thankful to get the report 6n 
Mother's condition, as she had written about having seen a physician and that 
neither he nor Alma would tell her Just what the trouble was. The shock of Mr. 
Murry's death, with the complete uprooting of her normal life, we knew would be 
a decided set-back for her, but we do rot feel that there is unusual cause for 
worry. She is sensible in oaring for herself and as old age comes on, certain 
decay inevitably sets in. She needs outdoor relaxation and she is like all women 
as they grow older, about wanting to be alone for fear of being in the way. 

. Norna's mother was this way a Iso, and always afraid of any extra expanse they 
are causing. 

When we begin to expect Mr. Murry's death, we knew that Mother would always 
rather be in a faw rooms by herself than with one of us all of the time. When 
the breaking up and selling took place, Norma watched to see some of the things 
she seemed especially attached to and brought them here, where we have them 
waiting for her in the outhouse. Norma has been inquiring and has found an 
occasional old couple who have divided their little cottages into duplexes on 
the outskirts of town. We can find one of these for Mother, where she can be 
alone when she wishes, with the old lady to visit with if desired. She can 
have a telephone where she oan reach us easily and as Norma has her own car, 
can get to her quickly. There will also be a yard in which she can work, and 
plant a few vegetables. We think a place like this can be gotten furnished 
for $20.00 or $25.00 a month. This may even Include the telephone. She has 
so much canned and preserved stuff here that living would cost her practically 
nothing and she would have what suits her best. She would have her feather bed 
and wa have a goodly number of her quilts, some small rugs, and a fas kitchen 
utensils, books, pictures, vases and clock. 

It surely sounds good to think that you may live in California. Indeed this 
will be the very best thing for Alma; of course, for Mother also, but if her 
entire mind is against it, it might even prove disastrous for her. But how 
nice to think that you can all be together again, which will be much better for 
the children. Perhaps Kirby will be able to spend more time at home that you 
row think possible. Wa hope so at least, for at the best as we grow older, 
life seems short. We believe w» need not worry about Mother, we oan afford to 
humor her, for there is not much time left to her anyway. 

There are some people here who live near Ashville, who may want to return in 
two or three weeks from their visit to relatives. If we corns then, we may be 
able to take them h°me and let them pay us a little towards our expenses, 
which would be quite helpful. Perhaps, Mother would not want to come here 
this early, if so, we will wait and come when she is ready. You did not say 
when you would plan to move West, if you decide to make the change. Let us 
know what you will do, so that we can fit in with your plans. We have been 
looking forward to coming that far North and spending a week with you, but 
do not want to disrupt axy of your plans or come Just when we might be in the 
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way, for you have 00 little time for your entire family to be together. 

We are fortunate to keep our room* rented. We lose several weeks occasionally 
hut when the cash gets pretty low, the rooms fill up. % income is so irregular 
that we never know Just what we can do. I wish I could help Perry if he is in 
real need, hut that is out of the (Question Just now. Whan he does have money, 
he Just throws it away, Judging from certain remarks that occasionally come from 
Edith. He never tells us any of his financial affairs at all, she Just has to 
guess when things are tight. It would do no good whatever to talk to Perry, he 
grows quiet and hard and Just avoids me afterwards. No one can say anything to 
him at all. He has heai sick, and whatever it was, the Doctor hill was heavy. 
Edith does not seem to he well either. Perry is always friendly hut there is 
no need to try to get close to him. He has a peculiar idea that since he went 
to war the world owes him a living and in a way, it seems right for he gave up 
much, and if I had to he a soldier I think I should feel very nearly the same way. 

It has he an unusually cool all spring and it sounds strange to say that we are 
all using light-weight blankets. 

Expecting to hear of your further plans and that you are all fairly well, we 
must close. We have kept remarkably well except that Norma works a little 
harder and longer than she should.

Dear Kirby: 

Greetings! and I hope you are okay, and that the commencement 
exercises go off properly. I know you will all enjoy being to¬ 
gether again. 

Things took a peculiar turn with us so that we are spending the 
entire week here with Mother it Slabsides. I left Norma here on 
Monday while I drove to Brevard. Ascertained that the Baptist 
preacher was out of town there on two week's meeting, holiness 
people were using courthouse for revival, the Methodist pastor 
was absent too, so we were not required to go into action, which 
is most gratifying. 

We will be here until Monday afternoon, leaving in time to reach 
Brevard for Bible^lass Monday night in the Simpson homa. Will be 
there for supper and spend the night, after the meeting, in their 
home. Mother will accompany us and wishes to be left in tourist 
cabin while we visit and teach. We plan to start towards home on 
Tuesday morning from Brevard. Norma and Mother and I walked over 
to Robt. 2. Lee hall and left word that the young man's services 
would not be needed until next Monday night, and not then if Mrs. 
Kirby Page had arrived at the cabin. We stocked up on groceries, 
all three going to Black Mountain in the car. I mailed your three 
letters and two for Mother, and attended to forwarding your letters. 
The papers, books, etc., are being presrved here for you. Rained 
Sunday afternoon, night and most of Monday but is clear and dry 
since Tuesday. The three of us went walking in the canyon again 
this morning and Mother is surprising us with the way she gets 
around. We stop and rest, take it easy, and she enjoys it. 

Several long talks with Mother are clearing the air and she seems 
to be getting her bearings. Money matters still worry her but we 
are trying to reassure her and believe she will soon find a place 
in Houston nearby us that will suit her fairly well. We will not 
push her into anything unwanted. She was humiliated, she tells ms, 
to have to ask you for some oash after having been without a long 
time and says she cannot get to her $500.00 postal savings money; 
that only Alma can draw it out. Inasmuch as you are moving to 
California and Alma will no longer be with Mother, it occurs to 
me that you had better arrange to transfer her money to Houston 
postal savings account. I have Mother*s promise that she will not 
pass any of it to Perry, or Leak, only draw it out herself as she 
wants it. I will take care of her rent but she insists on paying 
for her own groceries, etc., so I have agreed to shop for her, but 







let her pay the actual coat of her own groceries. She is hesitant 
about mentioning trsnfer to you and Alma, butjwants it, so I am, in 
this manner, bringing the matter to your attention. I promise you 
that I will not use a dollar of her money, nor let Perry have any 
of it, so far as I am concerned and able to have any say in matter. 
Unless she has her own money where she can get to it, she is going 
to be pretty miserable and hard to do anything with, for she will 
not willingly be a burden on any of us. Rather commit suicide, she 
says - which she has contemplated. (Keep this to Jrourself though.) 
Norma will be good to her and YOU KNOW I will do my best to make her 
happy, with the Reo oyer available, Norma and Edith and Mother can 
haye some drives and visits often, and at times Perry and I will get 
into the party for trip to Galveston beaches, etc. A great change 
for the better is taking place in Mother already, since she feels 
definitely assured that the Texas trip is imminent.

Mother has 
been allowed to plan some meala and cook then as she liked so that has 
eased up matters quite a bit. 

I shall look forward to seeing you when you are in Houston and Mother 
will be athrill too with expectation. Suppose Alma end the children 
will reach the Cabin Monday afternoon or Tuesday soma time and we will 
leave things in good shape.
